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OUR CONFERENCE AND OUR NEEDS 



Changing the name from "Southeast Convention" to 
"Southeast Conference" is a small matter that will have no 
effect whatsoever upon the life of the local church. Each 
church will continue to carry on its own program and run 
its business in the way it has always done. The difference 
occurs on the conference level. We receive into member- 
ship in the conference the four former Evangelical and 
Reformed Churches, which are already members of the 
United Church of Christ. We receive the 24 churches of 
the former Convention of the South which are also mem- 
bers of the United Church. This means that our conference 
now has 130 churches, it means new strength and wider 
fellowship for us all. It means that we can now undertake 
greater things for Christ and His church. 

As time goes on we shall see many values accruing to 
our total work as a result of this forward step. To some 
of us it has been a hard step to take, but none can doubt 
that it is a step we had to take to express our faith in the 
Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood of Man, and the 
Lordship of Christ; that He died for all men — not just 
some of us. The church is His, "And ye are members, one 
s_^bf another.". 

This being the case, let us look at our needs: 

A recent survey shows that we have 1,743 churches in 
our denomination with less than 100 members; that 45.3 
per cent of our churches have less than 300 members. A 
large majority of the churches in our conference are 
among those with less than 100 members. What can we 
do about it? 

1. Obviously we need a vigorous program of evangelism 
running throughout the year. One week during July or 
August will not do it. It hasn't been doing the job for a 
long time, as indicated by the fact that many of our 
churches show a declining membership or "the same as 
last year." Only 188 members were received on confession 
of faith by all our church in the Southeast Convention in 
1964! Winning souls is a year-round mission. Let us look 
at the Lenten Season as a time for evangelism, and admit 
that it has no equal. These six weeks leading up to Easter 
Sunday are the greatest. So much wonderful material is 
available for every phase oi evangelism during Lent. Then, 
as a special point of interest, let us look at Holy Week — 
that week from Palm Sunday to Easter Sunday. 

The Bible gives us more information on what Jesus said 
and did during Holy Week than of any other period in His 
life and ministry. Beginning with the 11th chapter of St. 
Mark we find what Jesus did every day during that chal- 
lenging, tragic and triumphant week — except Wednes- 
day. Why not live with Jesus that week by having services 
each night? 

Then look at the period — forty days — from Easter to 
—Pentecost. The story is in the Book of Acts. What preach- 
ing opportunities! What a challenge to win souls! This 
makes three months, all in a row, when Heaven smiles 
upon us with an opportunity to really build up to a "Re- 
vival." There, too, is the Advent Season, the month lead- 



ing up to Christmas. While the Christian Year offers other 
high moments for soul winning, these three are the sum- 
mit! "But we have never done that," you may say. Then, 
in Heaven's name, let's start! It will prove itself. 

2. We need Communication. We must solve the problem 
of lack of contact between the pastor and his people be- 
tween preaching days and make more effective use of 
"Preaching Days'' themselves. We can't solve the problems 
caused by the fact that so many pastors have to "make a 
living" during the week, with only Sunday left for the 
work of the church, but we can make plans which will 
involve the pastors and leaders of every church in action 
that will increase our happiness, give new strength, win 
new members and build our churches for the day when 
they will be strong enough, and brave enough, to keep the 
pastor near throughout the week. Seems a long way off? 
Perhaps it does, but we can bring it nearer every year if 
we lift our vision toward it and work for it. 

3. We need to do something — a lot — about Christian 
Stewardship. Very few churches have a budget. Even few- 
er churches have a real Every-Member Canvass. If we 
don't know where we are going, and have no plans for 
arriving, how shall we know whether we will ever get 
there? Every church, large or small, should have goals. A 
budget is a goal. Every member of every church should 
be challenged to help reach that goal. An Every-Member 
Canvass gives that challenge. We have seen churches "re- 
vived" more by a good Every-Member Canvass than by a 
July "revival." Then think of the continuing joy when the 
church is able to do more than it ever imagined it could! 
If the church has no faith in its ability to do greater things, 
it stands to reason that the world it is sent to save will 
not be greatly challenged by it. 

4. We need an informed church. Here, again, we need 
communication — between the people in our churches 
and the plans and programs of our conference and denom- 
ination. Yet, only about 700 copies of The Southeast News 
go into our churches each month. That is one reason we 
have unhappy people. They don't know what the confer- 
ence or the denomination plans. They do not know that 
we have a world outreach and are investing many mil- 
lions of dollars each year in the cause of Christ. If every 
pastor would put on a real campaign for subscriptions to 
The Southeast News and call upon the women of his 
church to help, we could soon have a great deal of infor- 
mation about our conference in the minds and hearts of 
our people. If we could get equal emphasis put upon the 
importance of subscribing to United Church Herald, we 
could generate new enthusiasm for the United Church of 
Christ and its mission to the world. We have a great 
church but it cannot go forward on what our people do 
not know about it. 

Your denomination has no secrets. It belongs to its mem- 
bers. Let your denomination communicate with you.

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MEDICARE: THE 
MEDICAL DILEMMA 

July 1st is turning out to be a night- 
mare to those who will be responsible 
for the operation of the Medicare pro- 
gram when it begins. The following 
picture is painted by the American 
Medical Association, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the United States Health Ser- 
vices, the American Hospital Associa- 
tion, and specialists in various branch- 
es of medicine and medical care. 
Shortage in hospital facilities, doctors, 
nurses and all manner of technicians 
is already alarming. Figures presented 
in the study make up the following 
picture: 

There are 5,712 general hospitals in 
the country which will bear the brunt 
of Medicare patient load. These hospi- 
tals have 720,810 beds and 150,000 
more are needed now. There are, at 
present, about 19 million people in 
America 65 years old and older. About 
1,000 reach their 65th birthday every 
day. There is an alarming shortage 
of doctors in general practice and in 
some specialized fields. There are 390,- 
400 professional nurses in hospitals 
and related institutions. 525,000 will 
be needed by 1970, while only 35,000 
are being graduated each year to take 
up the slack, account for retirement 
and other reasons for nurses quitting 
their jobs. There are needed now 75,000 
more registered nurses and 25,000 
practical nurses. 

The American Nursing Home Asso- 
ciation reports that there are 12,112 
nursing homes licensed by State Health 
Departments. These homes have 490,- 
000 beds. There are thousands of nurs- 
ing homes that do not meet the stand-

ards for approval, either by states or 
Medicare, so their beds will not be 
available to meet the expected crisis 
of the future. 300,000 more beds are 
needed. 

ANAESTHESIOLOGISTS: There are 
only 8,500. Present need is for 3,500 
more. 

RADIOLOGISTS: There are 9,600 
doctors specializing in X-Ray. Present 
need is for 20,000. 

PATHOLOGISTS: There are 5,600 
clinical pathologists; 2,000 more are 
needed. 

PHARMACISTS: Only about half ol 
our hospitals have pharmacists, either 
full time or part time. There were 
6,000 in 1962. By 1975 we will need 
10,000. 

TECHNICIANS: Experts think that 
by 1970 we will need 172,000. Today 
there are only 38,000 experts in this 
field. 

PHYSICAL THERAPISTS: There 
are only 12,000 today, and it is esti- 
mated that by 1970 we will need 40,- 
000, since this treatment will be need- 
ed by so many in Medicare. 

The above picture will show why the 
medical profession and hospital people 
view the future with alarm. It is said 
that while some sections of the coun- 
try are not too short of approved hos- 
pital facilities, other sections will be 
in for frightening shortages of hospi- 
tal facilities for Medicare patients.

Rev. Harold A. Schulz, pastor of St. 
John's United Church of Christ, Cull- 
man, Alabama, received the George 
Washington Medal Award for an essay, 
"I Get a Bargain in America," in th3 
Freedoms Foundation Competition. 
The Southeast News is proud to pub- 
lish this prize-winning essay below: 

"I GET A BARGAIN IN AMERI3A" 

As I walked out of our new court- 
house one day after having paid my 
taxes and purchased my new license 
for my car, an acquaintance facetiously 
asked, "Well, did you get a bargain?' 7 
After my appreciation for his humor 
subsided I contemplated the jocose re- 
mark and half way said to myself, 
"Why, yes, I did get a bargain." Tnere 
was much truth in what he said. For 
where else could I attain it but in 
America? I paid my taxes and receiv- 
ed my car tags. Right there were the 
runways to two of my freedoms in the 
American way of life! 

First, as an American citizen, I am 
privileged to pay taxes in return for 
—-the "right to the service of govern- 
ment as a protector and referee." This 
is to say that life, my life in America, 
in its broad sense is imiarked with safe- 
ty. I have no need to fear any "secret 
police" coming to my home and taking 
me prisoner. When I awaken in the 
morning and hear footsteps on my 
front porch, I know it is the milkman 
coming with the bottles of milk for the 
day and not an "agent" of the govern- 
ment stalking at my door to take my 
rights away from me." 

It is with utmost honesty that I, a 
citizen, pay my taxes, for in so doing, 
I am an American and a believer in 
her way of government and life, am 
protecting these rights and safeguard- 
ing the freedom I love. My taxes, whe- 
ther federal, state or local, are pass- 
ports to protection in the land of the 
free. Whatever my taxes may be I can- 
not consider them as an expense or a 
burden, but rather a privilege for the 
benefits and blessings derived from 
their use. 

Secondly, I like to think that my 
car tags symbolize the larger interpre- 
tion of my American right to move 
~"~at)out freely wherever and whenever 
I wish, whether at home or abroad. 
Imagine going through rolls of red 
tape to take a trip only several nun- 



One of the alarming facts, at this 
critical time in the life of the church 
and the world, is that there simply are 
not enough pastors or ministers to fill 
the pulpits; this is true, more or less, 
in all denominations. It takes seven 
years, above high school, for a minister 
to receive full scholastic training in 
most denominations. It is true of ours 
in most sections of the country. It is 
not a requirement of our conference 
at this time, but the standards should 
be raised as fast as it is possible for 
us to meet the challenge. 

While the United Church of Christ 
has more men in seminaries across the 
country than ever before, the demands 
still far exceed the number of men 
graduating from seminary each year. 
Not only that, but it is almost impos- 
sible for a minister to "retire" these 
days. There is a great demand for old- 
er men to do interim pastorates while 
a church "looks" for a pastor. Why the 
shortage? 

There are several reasons why pas- 
tors are in short supply. We think the 
most important reason is that parents 



dred miles away, and after arriving, 
I am made to feel that I am a foreign- 
er in my own homeland.

In a true sense of the word I receiv- 
ed a bargain as I always have. Hence 
any stewardship to my country, my re- 
sponsibility to this nation, is never too 
great for the privileges and opportuni- 
ties received. I consider this steward- 
ship to my country as a religious sort 
of duty for the Bible in truth and sin- 
cerity commends us for rendering our 
due obligations to our country, which 
is a "nation under God." 

I feel duty bound to thank God each 
day for my citizenship as an American. 
I must thank God daily that the found- 
ing fathers of this great land saw the 
necessity as well as the spiritual beau- 
ty of entering by way of writing and 
practice those fundamental beliefs of 
the Almighty into the Constitution.

seem not to lay upon the ■■ hearts ; of 
their boys the importance of "being a 
minister." Too often the parents en- 
courage their sons'" and daughters to 
"do well", by which is meant, "make 
all the money you can!" Money is the 
mark of success as the world measures 
success, but one does not enter the 
ministry to make money if he knows 
the value of God's call to preach the 
unsearchable riches of Christ. One 
goes into the ministry to give, not tj 
get! His call is to make lives, not mo- 
ney, to be an instrument of redemption 
through the preaching of the gospel. 

Then, something seems to be lacking 
in what the church itself is doing for 
its youth. There are rural churches in 
our conference that have given five and 
six of their young men to the ministry 
in other generations. But there is no- 
body in training for the ministry from 
these churches today. Many churches 
wear out ministers, but never produce 
any. Has the church to which you be- 
long produced as many ministers as it 
has used up? Has the church of which 
you are pastor produced a minister 
since you became its pastor? 

We may attempt to excuse ourselv- 
es by saying that industry offers so 
much more money than the ministry, 
our young people are not interested in 
making the sacrifices necessary to. ac- 
cept God's call. If He calls, they will 
answer. They always have. Let's be 
sure we do not drown out God's call 
with our ambitions for their "success" 
as the world measures it.

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The Bible In Heart And Hand 



If Protestant Christianity is to advance, it 
must be with the Bible in her hands and the 
Christ of the Bible in her heart. 

Protestant Christianity appeals to mankind 
because it breathes the pure air of truth. It does 
not keep a double set of books which cancels out 
the Word of God, as in the case of the Jewish 
Talmud and the Roman traditions and dogma.

If our concept of Bible faith is the truth, then 
we should have substantial evidence of its saving 
grace and superiority in the places where it ha-3 
been tested. Democracy is the evolutionary re- 
sult of the Bible. Free spirits develop free minds 
and free investigation, which in turn beget free 
politics and free people. 

The kingdom of God is our ultimate goal, and 
the way to achieve it is to lift up the Christ of 
the Bible by making the Holy Scriptures increas- 
ingly available to all mankind who are still in 
the shadows of ignorance. Were not the founders 
of our church — Zwingli, Luther, and Calvin — 
converted from Roman Catholicism by reading 
the truth in the Word of God? The pen is might- 
ier than the sword, and the translators sent the 
Word of God into all of Europe and beyond, 
where its saving grace was verified in converted 
lives. Today, the Scriptures are the most potent 
weapon of the pastor, missionary, and individual 
Christian; yes, even of the statesman and world 



politician. 

What the Bible has done for Christianity, for 
the Reformers, the Pilgrims, the founders and 
great men of our churches and nations, it can do 
for you and for all generations to come. 

As Christians who read and believe the Word 
of God, we are certain that the peace and love 
of his kingdom depend upon the eager spreading 
and living of his truth. 

Principal distributing agency is the American 
Bible Society, which has provided portions in 
over a thousand tongues. Its devoted agents 
work in every section of the globe, and it is con- 
stantly besieged by truth- and hope-seeking bre- 
thren reaching out for the Holy Word.
